Senator Scott replied quite crossly. 
There was nothing to be made public, 
he said. Yearsago the Government of 
Sir John Macdonald were too cowardly 
to vote on the Manitoba school act 
and the rights of the minority were 
sacrificed. 

Senator Bernier assured the Govern- 
ment that if they did not soon do some 
thing in the way of getting the minor- 
ity their rights they would find that 
the question was by no means dead, 

Ex-Premier Bowell said he was 
amazed at the audacity of the Secre 
tary of State accusing the Govern- 
ment of Sir John Macdonald with 
cowardice in not voting on the Mani- 
toba school act, when he knew that had 
that course been followed the legis- 
lature of the province would have 
enacted the legislation oyer and over 
again. ‘The refusal of the Secretary of 
State to answer the question put to 
him was an. evidence of the truth of 
the report in the newspapers.

Much excitement and_ indignation 
has been aroused by the proposed 
closing ot our land oftice here, An in- 
dignation meeting is called for an early 
date, and every effort will be put forth 
to induce a reconsideration of the 
matter. In the event of the offices 
being permanently closed much trouble 
and expense will result as all settlers 
having business to transact will be 
compelled to journey to Edmonton 
wasting two or three days, besides 
being put to an extra expense from $20 
to $30 in all cases where witnesses are 
needed, This will bea hardship, and 
not unreasonably our neighbouring 
farmers are stcongly opposed to the 
proposed change. 

Shipments of eggs and butter con- 
tinue brisk and the supply seems to be 
fairly well maintained, 

A batch of discontented settlers from 
the north passed through bere a few 
days ago bound for Dakota, The 
country is well rid of them. Chronie 
kickers and grumblers can easily be 
spared, 

Many new settlers have come in this 
season, all with considerable means, 
ana more are on the way. 

Several old friends who left here last 
year are arranging to return, having 
made the discovery that there are lots 
of places worse and none better than

The royal procession proper formed

For once since the Prinze Consort's 
death the Queen permitted the mourn: 
ing band to be removed from the 
men’s arms, There was no note of 
sorrow, 

The carriage in which Her Majesty 
rode now came abreast, It proved to 
be what is known at the Royal Mews 
as “No, 1 plain posting Landau,” a 
carriage with a light running body, 
Dailt about a quarter of a century ago, 
and of which Her Majesty is known 
to be very fond. The body was dark 
claret, lined with vermilion, and the 
mouldings outlined with bands of 
brass. Brass beads decorated — the 
rumble, The body loops and lamp 
irons were gilt, and the wheels and 
underworks vermilion, with heavy 
lines of gold.

vice of their country, [tis not enough 
that Mr. Sifton shall dismiss these met 
from their positions; he takes occasion 
to turn thera adrift without fair notice, 
and leaves them, handicapped by their 
honourable wounds, to shift for an ex- 
istence as best they may. His last 
batch of surnmary dismissals includes 
two such cases which may well serve 


as samples. One of the clerks dis 
missed from the Do o Lands 
Office is Mr. Herbert B, Perrin, Mr, 
Perrin is a young man who, on the 


breaking out of the Saskatchewan 
rebellion, offered his services 


as a 
trooper in Major Boulton’s troop of | 


scouts. He was one of the first men 
shot in the engagement at Fish Creek. 
His left arm was shattered; and he is 
mentioned in General Middleton's 
despatch among those wounded seri- 
ously, It was necessary to aimputate 
his arm, and his r for a long 
time doubtful.

Professor Macoun says as to the 
poisonous weed tn the Jumping Pond 
district that after coming into town 


and looking up authorities on its medi- 

cinal action he is still positive that the 
weed he found is that which caused 
the deaths among cattle. The first 
month after it comes out of the ground 
is the time that it is dangerous, for the 
reason that the old plant in the latter 

part of the season prepares the root 
for the next season’s growth and as 
soon as the growing season begins this 
root sends a bud from its side that pro- 
duces the new stem, and this in a very 
short time passes into the young stem, 
so that thedangerous time when 
the plant is under a foot high, 

The Professor has gone out into the 
country again and will collect more of 
the weed and have it dried and for- 
warded to the Government chemist at 
Ottawa to be thoroughly analyzed,
